and were content to fleece the very investor of his 
insignificant savings and life insurance, but they 
are not so considerate.' Much* olvtheirMiusincss 
is transacted with the professional classes-—law- 
yers, doctors, well-established merchants, success- 
ful business women and even bankers. For it is 
a curious fact, well known in Wall Street, that the 
easiest victims nre-usually those who have made 
a distinct success in their'own particular line of 
work.

Swindling is an ancient art ana has acquired much 
valuable, teehniciue fhr5ugh the centuries. • Thus, 
over ami-over ngain it has been shown thafeven 
though everything may point lo n. fake-stoek-sell- 
er's guilt, it is Impossible to obtafn the necessary 
proofs to convict him. 


For example, most of the stock-sellinpr that goes 


on' in the polished underyorld of Wall Street is 
done by means of the telephone. Not that there 
are not many fraudulent firms still boldly ysinB 
the mails, but the telephone is larg-etf replac- 
ing the bulk of mail order business. 
Nothing 


definite can be pinned on a voice over the wire, 
and n, long distance call receives attention where 
nothing else will: Promises made oven the wire 
cannot be .reproduced in court—*nbt unless some- 
one has a dictaphone about. 


Tho following bitter experience ot a New York 


business., man,, the head ,ot. a. lar.sc. importing 
house, will illustrate the deftness with'which the 
phone salesman works: 


The importer was greeted on the telephone one 


rnornin" n few months ago. by a pleasant, cultured 
voice, which frankly admitted that it belonged to 
one of those annoying- pests—a stock salesman. 
The importer was not pleased, and he intimated 
as much. Then the salesman secured his complete 
attention by giving him some information about 
stock which .he. already, owned.

"Yes. I'm afraid you're right abo'Jt ^t.hat." said 


the"^plcasant voice, confirming one ot the import- 
er's" worst suspicious. "It's due for a drop.. Now 
about 'this other offering—you simply can't miss 
it—it's the chance ot a lifetime.'

I've seen it myself.". 


' Followed many details, and finally the importer 
agreed to take 500 shares at $1 a share, as much 
to get rid ot the salesman as anything else. "If It 
doesn't go up to $2 a share in 30 uuys, I guarantee 
to return your money," concluded the salesman, as 
ho finally relinQuishert the receiver. 


A month later, much to the Importer's surprise, 


he actually did receive a dividend check for S10. 
This was an immense relief as well 'fts a prop to 
his drooping self-esteem. 
He had been remark-' 


nbly astute in^buylng that stock after all, he 
thought. 
This impression v/as strcnfjrthcned the 


first of. the next month when he received another 
d;videncl check for 510. 
Now he began to regret

up the office- of the alleged brokers and asked 
Cor the salesman. No one of that name was asso- 
ciated with the firm, he was told.- That was very 
stranfrc, he thought.

phone salesman never gives his right name.

Glib explanations followed, together- with 


additional selling, facts., with the result that the 
importer bought 5,000 more shares of the. stock 
The next month came a check for S110. kith a lo*- 
ter explaining that the stoek had gone to $2 a. 
share. The importer was just In the right frame 
of mind for the last choice bit ot bait. The sales 
man brought it. In a hurry. In the form of a tele- 
gram which he waved excitedly before the"Import- 
er's expectant gaze. 


"Head this," he said, "read this." Then he read 


it himself. 'Stop sales. Buy everything in sight. 
We-ll shooting over derrick. 
Trying to cap'.' 


"The chance of a lifetime," he cried dramatic- 


ally, "and I haven't the capital to buy. See here,
